Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1918.  Your 
water  supply  has  been  as  usual,  a  good  one  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  while  in  the 
Out-parish  the  supply  from  wells  and  springs  has  been  good  and  sufficient.  The  Registrar- 
General  reports  that  there  were  75  deaths  of  people  belonging  to  the  district,  though  5  of 
them  were  in  Institutions  outside  the  district,  while  3  deaths  occurred  in  local  Institutions 
of  people  belonging  to  the  Rural  District  which  are  not  counted  in  this  report.  The  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  district,  as  estimated  in  London,  is  for  deaths  4,891,  and  for  births  5,480.  This 
gives  a  death  rate  of  15.3  per  thousand  per  annum,  which,  considering  the  severity  of  the 
epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  must  be  considered  a  favourable 
one.  The  causes  of  death  as  given  by  the  Registrar-General  is  as  under,  no  ages  being 
mentioned.

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  deaths  under  1  year  as  6  boys  and  2  girls,  but  m\ 
returns  only  show  5  boys  and  2  girls,  one  at  10  hours  premature  birth;  one  24  days, 
gastritis;  one  n  days,  marasmus;  one  at  1  month  and  one  at  ri  months,  whooping  cough;  one 
at  6  days,  one  at  1  month  congenital  debility.  There  were  92  births;  legitimate,  41  boys 
41  girls;  illigitimate  9  boys  1  girl.  The  average  of  births  was  16.7  of  estimated  popula¬ 
tion,  while  of  illigitimate  births  it  wras  1.8.  The  following  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  :  tuberculosis  15,  measles  and  German  measles  18,  scarlatina  1. 

Ivington  School  was  closed  in  March  for  whooping  cough,  and  again  in  November  for 
influenza,  while  the  Borough  Schools  were  also  closed  in  December  for  the  same  cause; 
at  the  same  time  notice  was  served  on  the  Cinema  Co.  directing  them  to  refuse  admis¬ 
sion  to  children  under  16  years  of  age.
